KNITTING UP STITCHES 

This is the method used for neckbands, armhole bands, etc. Hold work in left hand with right side facing you. Hold 
working needle and yarn In right hand. Insert point of needle through work from front to back. Wrap yarn round point 
of needle and knit a stitch. 

When working along a cast-off edge, Insert needle under both loops of cast-off stitch, and knit up one stitch in each 
cast-off stitch. (Diagram A) 

When working along side edge, insert needle inside one full stitch from Ihe edge (l.e. behind 2 loop? of stitch, not just 
the edge loop). (Diagram B) 

You will find along this edge that therie is alter nately one long and one s hort stitch . If you require less stitches than there 
are rows along this edge, always knit up through the short stitches and omit some of the long stitches, [Diagram C) 
Before commencing, always count the number of rows you have and compare It to the number of siitchesyou require, 
then you will be able to make any adjustments even^ abng the length of the work. 

If you find It difficult to knit up stitches neatly, try using needles 1 or 2 sizes smaller than those in the Instructions “ but 
do not forget to change back to the correct size for knitting the band. 

Some knitters use a crochet hook lo pull the stitches through, slipping them one at a time on to the needle.

F^iU thread through until the Bullion Stitch lies 
flat. Use a needle with a small eye to albw the thread to pass through the colls easily. 
Arrange a circular group of Bullion Stitches to make a Grub Rose.

HELPFUL HINTS 

Measurements. Always be generous with measurements when an Instruction Is given to a number of centimetres. 
Measure in centre of work, with work laid out flat, unless otherwise stated. 

Always count number of rows to make sure that different parts of a garment correspond when a measurement is given 
In Instructions. 

As most patterns ^ve more than one set of measurements, It is advisable to read through the pattern before beginning 
to knii. Find where your own size Is in the bracket and mark that set of figures throughout the pattern. If any alterations 
have been made to length or width, take a note of them, A row counter helps to keep a dose check. 

When increasing or decreasing, mark the position with a coloured thread - it makes it easier if the work has to be 
checked. 

Join a new bail of yarn at the beginning of a row whenever possible. If the yarn covers the wddth of your knitted piece 4 
times, you will have enough to finish a row - if not, Join a new ball of yarn (the odd length can be used for sewing up). 
When yam has to be joined in the middle of a row (e.g. circular knitting) it must be spliced. 



SUP-STITCH 

This is the method used for turning up hems or stitcNng 
double neckbands In place. Work 1 stitch into each cast-on or 
cast-off stitch to be sure that the work will be elastic. Always 
be sure that the stitches follow up evenly and do not form a 
crooked line.

Wind the yarn round and round the cardboard until 
the cenPe hole is cojnpletely filled up . 

Place the point of a pair of scissor. s between the two 
circles of cardboard and cut around, keeping the 
scissors between the cardboard all the time. Lfsing a 
double strand of yarn, wrap round between the two 
circles of cardboard, knot firmly, and take away 
cardboard. Trim pom-pon.

Join sleeve 
and side seams to coloured threads. 
Sew in sleeves. Sew on buttons, 



FINISHING YOUR GARMENT 
Pressing 

No matter how well you have knitted your garment pieces, time spent on preparation pays rich dividends in a more 
professional finish. 

Lay each piece, wrong side up, on a flat surface. Protect the surface of the knitting by laying an ironing sheset, or a 
piece of plain cotton, over a blanket padding on the flat surface. Pat each piece of the garment into shape, and pin 
down at intervals of about 2.5 cm all round the edges (make sure the pins are rustless). If the Instructions say “Do Not 
Press”, cover the knitting with a dean damp sheet, and leave to dry naturally. 

Most wool yarns or those with a fairly high proportion of wool in them 
should be pressed with a warm iron over a slightly damp cloth. 

Press lightly - do not glide the iron. If you use a steam iron, use. It dry 
over a damp cloth, as the steam from your Iron could be too hot and 
may damage the fibre. 

Synthetics are usually not pressed at ail. Any variations in 
methods of presslrtg are mentioned In the instructions. 

Ribbed bands should not be pressed. 

Sewing Up 

Tapestry needles or knitters needles (l.e, those with blunt ends Instead 
of sharp points) are ideal for sewing up knitted garments. 

Use the same yam as that in which you knitted your garment. Certain 
nubbly yarns are not suitable for sewing up and suitable plain yarn 
should be used. Seams should be sewn as Instructed, in the order given. 

Do not start with a knot In your yarn when sewing a seam. Run the yarn 
along the seam edge for about 2.5 cm before commencing. 
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NECK EDGING 

Using a flat scam, join ragiaji seams^ 
noting that tops of beeves form part of 
neckline. With wrong side facing work 
1 row dc evenly around neck edge^ 
having a number diuisible by 4 plus 1 . 
2ndl tow - 1 dc in first dc^ * miss 1 dc, 
"Sheir* in next dc,. mtss 1 dc, 1 dc in 
next dc, rep from * to end^ Fasten off . 
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MAKE UP 

We do not recommend pressing this 
garment, owing to the CTOchet texture. 
Using a fiat seam^ join sleeve seams. 
With right side facing work 1 row ck 
evenly along front edges, working 
three 3 ch buttonloops evenly along 
right front yoke. Sew on buttons. 
Thread ribbon through eyelet row of 
yoke as Illustrated.

We do not recommend pressing this 
garment, owing to the crochet texture. 
U^ng a flat seam, join side edge of side 
panels, then run a thread through 
foundation ch, draw up and fasten off 
securely. Placing scams of side panels 
to back of centre panel, sew side pan- 
els to centre panel, leaving 4 (4-^5- 
6) and 2 half parts free for face. Sew 
ribbon to neck edge as illustrated.

MAKE UP 

We do rtot recommend pressing these 
bootees, owing to the crochet texture, 
Using a flat seam, join foot and leg 
seams. Thread a length of ribbon 
through eyelet row at ankle. 
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FLAT SEAM 

This method Is sometimes used for knitted garments but more 
often for crochet gamnents* A flat seam may be worked from 
either the right or the wrong side of the work. Place the 2 
pieces of fabric evenly together and sew stitch by stitch ^ always 
bringing the needle up from underneath to top though the 
centre of the stitch, then In same manner through con-espon- 
ding stitch on second piece. 

Note “ Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method is the same 
for knitting or crochet. Always keep work elastic - there 
should be as much stretch In your seam as there is in the rest of 
your garment.
